CONDEMNATION 

Of ISRAELI AGGRESSORS AND THEIR SPONSORS 


New York. At its seventh 
emergency session on tho 
Palestinian question, the UN 
General Assembly resolutely 
condemned the foreign policy 
line of the United Slates 
aimed at unreserved allround 
support for the aggressive anne- 
xationist policy of Israel, which 
tramples down the inalienable 
rights of the Middle Eastern peo- 
ples, end at perpetuating the ex- 
plosive situation obtaining In die 
region. 

The UN General Assembly also 
condemned Israel's actions as an 
occupying power in the captured 


Arab lands and the annexed Go- 
lan Heights. 

The General Assembly cen- 
sured any attempt which stands 
in the way of exercising the In- 
alienable rights of the Palestinian 
people, Including the provision of 
military, economic and political 
aid to Israel or the misuse by a 
permanent member of the Secu- 
rity Council of the right of veto, 
which allows IbibbI to continue 
its aggression and occupation and 
to stubbornly persist In Its re- 
fusal to carry out its obligations 
In accordance with the Charier 
and with other respective reso- 
lutions of the United Nations. 


Beirut. CIA officers have set 
up an organization called Aza- 
degan In Turkey, whose back- 
bone Is made up of former of- 
ficers of the shah’s army, writes 
the Lebanese weekly "Sabah si- 
Kheir". Groups of saboteurs and 
terrorists have already started 
to Infiltrate Iran and to set up a 
bridgehead for an armed rebel- 
lion. 

Tho magazine also reports 


that at Ihe and ol last year, 
American Vice-President Bush 
and State Secretary Haig dis- 
cussed a detailed plan for the 
rebellion with the leaders of Aza- 
degan.

LOGIC OF MILITARISM 

Analysing the British- At gent Inlan conflict, PRAVDA's London 
correspondent Arkady Ataalonnikov writes, among other things, 
thut London's Insistence on an armed solution to the conflict 
arises from tho general militaristic policy pursued by the cur- 
rent Conservative government, which came Into office pro- 
mlsing a restoration ol Britain's imperlai might. 

In dispatching nearly two- thirds ol navy to tho South At- 
lantic, tho Whitehall strategists sought to kill two birds with 
one stone; fo prove Iho correctness ol their political lino 
through an “easy victory*' and concurrently to shore up tho 
Tory government's lot toting prestige among Ihe public. This 
Is why military preparations aro being accompanied by a pro- 
paganda campaign whipping up militarism and great power 
chauvinism on a scale unmatched lor decades. 

The logic ol militarism, Maslennikov stresses. Is a perilous 
one: it runs counter to state wisdom which requires that the 
present conflict around the Falkland Islands ba settled through 
peaceful negotiations, with duo account taken ol UN principles 
and goals. 

INTELLECTUALS AND GOVERNMENT 
IN CHINA 

Measures are underway In China, writes IZVESTIA, which 
should mako cleat the results ol Ihe present Peking loader- 
ship's policy with regard to Intellectuals, The special doclslon 
of the CPC's Central Commllleo has not been published, though 
Its contents have been disclosed In numerous articles In file 
press. 

As “Izvcstla" emphasizes, the Chinese leadership Is worried by 
the lact that despite the adjustment tn Mao Zedong’s policy 
towards Intellectuals (Including their “re habllUalton” allot the 
“cultural revolution"), and such measures as better working and 
living conditions lor cartaln categories ot InlcUccittals and the 
resumed use ot academic lilies, no substantial c hang eg have 
occurred In their position. 

On the other hand, writes “Izvostlu”, when seeing the present 
developing campaign against "bourgeois liberalization'' and 
other “deviations", tho Chinese intellectuals are approhenstve 
ot the measures and Intentions ol the present leadership. 

Courl/ng the intellectuals and trying to pacify them , the 
Chinese leadership asks that “ all obstacles bo removed" to the 
policy ol Involving Intellectuals and of getting them. In parti- 
cular the scientists and engineers, lo "participate actively tn 
(lie modernization ol tha country", 

WHO IS BEHIND THE ANTI-WAR MOVEMENT 
IN THE STATES? 

The reasons lot tho growing anti-war sentiment in the 
Un/fed States are analyzed In the KOMSOMOLBKAY A PRAV- 
DA newspaper by Gennady Gerasimov who tiititirj that fho 
sudden upturn In the anti-war movement came as a complete 
surprise for Washington. Tlio first signs of Ihls movement were 
noted In Europe# only last December president Reagan dis- 
missed ihe demons! rations In the European cities as being In- 
stigated by Soviet money.

Mail's knowledge 
of the p rope riles o( crystals lias 
enabled him lo moke superhard 
materials which oie not known 
In nature, to reduce considerably 
tho size of electronic devices and 
to creole lasers. In outer spaca 
crystals aro used lo accuinulafo 
solar energy and to convert It 
Into electric energy. They ore to 
he found In watches end com- 
puters. Crystals nre everywhere. 

The science ol studying crys- 
tals Is called crystallography. It 
lias provided llio bash for thu 
development ul completely new 
ureas In science and technology, 
in particular of semiconductor 


technology, the production ol 
man-made diamonds and their ri- 
vals the ftajiltH, and ol liquid 
crystals having rather chame- 
leon-llke properties. 

One ol the main achievements 
of crystallography Is the trans- 
fer of X-ray structure! analysts 
to biochemistry and biology. 
Tills Iiaa enabled scientists work- 
ing in the Held to make one of 
the greatest discoveries of the 
20tli century: to' understand the 
structure of proteiu molecules 
nnd to decipher the DNA mole- 
cule which la known to store 
genetic Information. 

In Ilia USSR, crystallography 
is the concern of several major 
BChmilflc establishments, includ- 
ing Ilia A. Shubnlkov Institute of 
Crystallography of Ihe USSR 
Academy of Sciences. 



Soviet scientists have develop- 
ed models ol crystalline lattices 
for various substances (photo 
above). This, for Instance, Is a 
haemoglobin molecule (left pho- 
to). Here you see a simulated 
human body covered with a li- 
quid crystal film. Liquid crystals 
are known to change their colour 
In accordance with changes in 
temperature. Tills makes possible 
a method for accurate tempera- 
ture measurements. Thus, doc- 
tors now can determine the over- 
call picture of a disease allect- 
lng Internal organs by changes 
In the colour of liquid crystal 
films applied lo the human body.

Coal production 
on the increase 
in Uzbekistan 

Geologists have discovered 
another promising coal Held in 
the spurs of the Pamir Moim. 
tains. The huga coking-roal re- 
serves of Ihe deposit, running 
Into tens of millions of tonnes 
make this the biggest coal seam 
In the Soviet Central Aslan re- 
public of Uzbekistan. Work has 
already started on a mine there 
which is expected to produce Us 
first thousands of tonnes of coal 
as early as this year. 

Coal production In Uzbekistan, 
which also lias ample gas reser- 
ves, increases at a fast pace. 
Even today the republic's annual 
coal output amounts to several 
million tonnes ol coal, half of 
which comes from a large open- 
cast mine outside Tashkent. But 
there will be a further growth 
of coal production In the repub- 
lic In the near future. This will 
make It possible to commission 
large-scale power-generating fa- 
cilities fired by cheap locally 
available coal and will thus help 
to save huge amounts of gas for 
uso In the chemical Industry. The 
newly located coal field in Ihe 
foothills of tho Pamir, near the 
USSR's southern border, will en- 
sure stable coal supplies to Uz- 
bekistan's rapidly developing 
Industry.

Donish Commission on Coopera- 
tion In Science, Technology and 
Economic Matters lias held Its 
12th session In Moscow.
